Three^offcJ Plans
To Give Bonus to
Soldiers Taken Up

Harding Holds Cash Must Br
Provided Whon Legisla-tion Is Passed; Sales Tax
Not Opposed by President

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13..Of the six-

ty-three plans for giving bonuses to
former soldiers that have been sub-
mitted to Congress, only three are be-
ing considercd. One of these would
raise the money by utilizing part of
!;,P A,!'*ad «lcbt to America, especiallythe Brifsh, when this is paid ,.ff. Thcsecond would raise the monev at homeby a eales tax. to which President
.u 1ln5.ls,not- <*PP°'-«*d. it was said atthe \,hite House to-day. ihe third isheing worked out by the Treasurv De-partment and has not been communi-cated in detail to thc Senate PinanceCommittee, which is considering the
ways and means of passing bonus lec-lslation.
The President. feels that even if thebonus is m^flr availablc in several dif-ferent forms most of thc former sol-(liers would choose to accept cash.rherefore ne holds that cash must beprovided when thc bonus is granted.Jle does not believe it ia practicabltito plan to gct the monev from interest

or principal payments on the foreigndebts, because no one knows how soon
any of this money will be made avail-able. and the Administ ration does notchensh the delusion that all of tiie
r.uropean ricbtors can pay.The Senate Financc Committee willmeet early next week, probahlv Moiday, to consider thc bonus bill, andespecially to consider plans for rais-
ing monej.
Although committee leaders have

not. adopted any specific plan withreference to thc bonus bill, thevsaid to-day that the proposition tolink the bonus bill up with the for-
eign debt funding bill would not bccarried out. Each bill will be treated
separatcly. The. President is not infavor cf linking un the two bills, ac-
cording to Senate. leaders. McCumber,chairman of the Finance Committee,favors treating the two bills separatc¬ly. Thc funding bill us passed by the
House, with Senate changes, will bc
passed as soon a.s it can bc forced
through.
Senate Financc Committee leaders to-

day denied rtports that it has been
finally dctermined to raise the money7or the bonus by means of the sale of
British bonds and by means of the in-
terest on these bonds. Thev said,however, that this plan was under seri-
ous consideration.

Opium Den and Fortune
ln Drug Found iu Raid

Three Chinese Arrested as

Keepers of Resort in Hcnry
Street Tenement

Detectives John J. Barry and Jere-
miah Neville, of the narcotic squad, op-erating under Deputy Police Commis-
sioner Carleton Simon, seized opiumvalued at several tnousands of dollars
in a raid last night on a six-story
tenement structurc at !)0 Henry Street.
An opium smoking den was found on
the top floor.
Ah Kam, of 12 Bov.ery, and Ah Kee

and Chow Low, of 4 Doyers Street,
were p'aeed under arrest as ostensible
operators of the placc. All three were
under the influence of opium. Thc
room was filled with fumes of opium
when the police entered. The Chinese
denied connection with the plaee, de-
claring themselves mercly patrons.
The raid was made on evidenoe dis-

covered by agents of Dr. Simon in a
Drevious investigation, when the sales
list of an opium salcsman ia said to
have been found under the false bot-
tom of a Chinese teakwood coffin. Thir-
teen raids, based on the list, have been
made and 129 arrests have resulted.

Injured Man Crawls
For Hours in Tunnel

Creeps to Within 400 Feet of
Under-Water Exit Before
He Falls Unconscious

Clifford A. Blise, twenty-one years
old, of 86 Georgia Avenuc, Brooklyn,:
employed as an extra brakeman by the
Long Island Railroad, is in New York
Hospital with a broken arm and tnree
fraetured ribs after several times e?-

caping death in the East River tunnel.
Bliss was unconscious and lying on

his back just clear of the castbound
track when found by a trackwalker at
5:50 a. m. yestcrday. He finished his
work in the Sunnysidc Yards of thc
Pennsylvania Railroad in Long Island
City at 4 p. m. Thursday and boarded
the "deadhcad" train bound for Man¬
hattan. V.7hile passintr through thc tun-
ncl a car door opened and Bliss fell to
the tracks. Badly injured and dazed,
he. crawled through the iunnel until he
collapsed, unconscious. Ho is believed
to have lain where found for more than
ten hours.
When found by the trackwalker Bliss

was less than 400 feet from the Man-
hattan end of the tunnel. He had
crawled most of the way. It was said
at the hospital that hc probably would
recover.

Ford's Musele
Shoals Bid to
Go to Congress

Two Other Offcrs for Power
Project Probably Will Be
Submitted at Same Time;Officials Lack Authority

Weeks Is Disappointed
Manufacturers Failure to

Agree to Less Than 100-
Year Lease Likely Snag
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18. Henrylord s offer for purchase and lease of

the government's nitratc and water
power projccts at Muscle Shoals, Ala.,will be referred to Congress for linal
deeision, it was announced to-day at
the conclusion of conferences between
government olfkials and Mr. Ford. Ac-
icompanying thc Ford proposal when it
is transmittcd, Secretary Weeks said.probably would be the two offers re-cotyed from Fredorick Engstrum. ofWilmmgton, N. C, and C. C. Tinklcrot San Francisco.
The deeision to forward the threeotTers to tbe. lcgislative branch of tho

government, it was said, was reachedafter consideration of the question byexecutive officials continuing over aperiod of more than six months. Underthe laws rcgula'ing disposition of real
estate and other properties owned by[th.e. Foderal government, it was saici,the department officers lacked author-
i'y to take linal action and were com-
pelled to rcfer the Muscle Shoals pro-posal to Congress for its consideration.

To Bc in Contract Form
Actual transmission of tha proposala

was not expected to take. plnce for at
least two weeks. It was explained that
the Ford proposal lirst would be draft-
ed in contract form by law officers of
the War Department and be submitted
to Mr. Ford for his aignaturc before it
was submitted to Congress.
While the legal department? are

worklng on the contiact form, it was
said, Secretary Weeks would prepare a
report for Congress containing what
"comments" he believed its mcnVbers
should have for their information,
"What my comments are." the Secro-

tary said, "will appear when I send
the offer to Congress, which will be
done as soon as the papera are pre¬
pared.''
Some officials said they believed it

would require a week lo prepare the
icontract and probably another week or
more would be necessary to obtain the
signaturo of Mr. Ford. Thc contract
will be sent to Mr. Ford in Detroit or
elsevvhere for that purpose when it. is
draflcd.

Weeks Is Disappointed
Explaining the. action taken bv the

conference, Secretary Weeks said he
was disappointed in that Mr. Ford de-
clined to agree to certain modifications
of his plans which were held desirable
by his conferees. One of these was
known to be that nffecung thc reduc-
tion of the 100-year Ica.-.e period. The
principal modiftcation agreed f.o by Mr.
Ford was that guaranteeing payment
annually of 4 per cent interest on thc
cost of construction of dams Nos. Ll
and 3, rcgardless of the cost, whereas
at first hc offercd interest only on

$28,000,000.
Secretary Weeks's statement, explain-

ing this agreement, follows:
"Mr. Hoover and 1 have had a long

consultation with Mr. Ford about his
offer for Muscle Shoals and have
brought up for consideration various
phases of it. The only moditication
which Mr. Ford ir> willing to make is
based on our request that there should
be a guaranty of the limitation of c.o;-t
of buiiding dams Nos. 2 and 3 and, in
that matter, he has offercd to pay '1
per cent interest on thc cost of thc
dams from the time of their comple-
Gon to the expiration of the contract.
That, of course, means on the amount
of money which has not been returned
to the government through the amorti-
zation plan made in thc original pro¬
posal.
"The offer of Mr. Ford is going to be

put in the form of a contract and sent
to Congress."

Added Task for Congress
It was explained that Mr. Ford's re-

fusal to accept. the modification pro-
posed for reduction of the 100-year
term probably would give Congress
an added task in connection with its
consideration of the offer. Existing
laws regulating lease of properties pos-
sessed by the Federal government, it.
was explained, limit the period of maxi-
mum lease to less than a century aMl
Congress probably would have to
modify the statutes in the event it de-
cided to accept the Ford proposal.

Mr. Ford, however, was said to havc
expressed an unwillingness to agree
to a shorter time. on thc ground that
the financial investment he would make
would involve a greater amount of
money than he was prepared to spend
under any time period less than one

hundred years.
Several members of both the House

and Senate ms.de no effort to-night,
when informed that thc contract would
b« submitted to them, to disguiso their
iears that both houses of Congress
would be divided on the question when
it reached the stage of consideration
on the floor.

Sessions, received a courteous note of
explanation and regret yesterday from
William Gombert, of 303 East Eighty-
fourth Street, to whom a notice of a
S100 tine imposed by Judge Nott for
failure to appear for jury duty had
been forwarded to Sing Sing prison.

"I regret very much," wrote thc-
prisoner, "that my present surround-
mgs preclude my presence as a venire-
man in your court or my paying tlie
$100 flne. The state needs my services
here and has a prior lien. Warden
Lawos will not permit me So go to
New York, but he kindly permits me

to notify you. You should yourself
remit the fine of $100, because I have
:,o money with which to pay it, and it
was no fault of mine that I did not
appear in your court for duty. I assure

you that 1 would have preferred to
have been with you."

Mother Walking From Iowa to
Beg Harding to Free Soldier

DAYTON, Ohio, Jan. 13..Mrs. Mar-
garet Anderson, sixty years old, of
Sioux City, Iowa, one of whose sons

was killed in France, to-day was

traveling afoot to Washington in the
hope that President Harding would
release the other from the Federal
penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth,
Kan., at her request. Mrs. Anderson,
who stopped in Dayton yesterday, said
she had left her home two weeks ago.
She continued to-day, starting out
afoot.

According to Mrs. Anderson's story,
thc son, Joe Anderson. was gassed in
France, and although his mind becamc
affccted after his discharge, he re-en-;listcd later ar.d was assigned to:

Brownsville, Tex. In order to be with
her son, she said, she started for
Brownsville, but was injured in an au¬
tomobile accident in Denver, Colo., and
the son obtained leave to visit her.
While on the way to Denver, Mrs.

Anderson said, the lad suffered a lapse
of memory, and after wandering about
re-enlisted under an assumed name at
Fort D. A. Russell, Wyoming. Later,
as a result of being claased as a de-
serter at Brownsville, he was sen-
tenced to two years ut Fort Leaven-
worth.

Mrs. Anderson hopes to enlist aid of
the President, she said, through Mrs.
Harding, whom she formerly knew at
Marion. .;oe was a former carrier boy
for "The Mairion Star," the President's
newspaper, Mrs. Anderson said.

the remark, "Why should 1? I put on a
coat only when thc weather is cold Ihave found no cold weather here thiswinter."

Wife Poisoned,
ChicagoWriter
Held in Paris

Dying Violinist Said io Ac-
ruse Husband of ForcingHer, at Point of a Knife,
to Take Dea<lly Tablels

Slashed His Own Throat
Other Version I* Suicide

Paol Following a Quarrel
Involving Another Man

PARIS. Jan. 13 (By The Associated
Press). Thomas Stcwart Ryan, of the
Paris staff of "The Chicago Tribune,"
was held to-night in Sante prison in
connection with the illnc3s of his wife,
who i'i believed to bc dying at the
American hospital at Ncuilly. Mr.-.
Ryan. known as Miss Audrey Creigb-
t.on. n professional violinist, whosc
.home i.< in California, swallowed scv-
eral poison tablets while in Mr. Ryan's
room al, ,-i hotel here. Xo furma! com-
Phiinl has been liled against Ryan.
There are several vcrsions of the

c-.rcumstar.ee.; attending the swillow-
ing ot lhe poison. A deposition made
oy Mrs. Ryan, on thc strength of'which the police sought Ryan until he
gave Inmscll u\i. makes no mention ofviolcnce or compulsion, according totho wife's counsel, Imi!, says that shetook the poison "when tcrrified."Mrs. Ryan is said to have told thcpolico that when her husband re-
turned to Paris unexpectedlyWednesday from Inclia he told he'rhe was ready to facilitate a divorccbul wanted her to g0 with him for afarewcll dinner. Mrs. Ryan aucom-
panicd her husband to his hotel after'
the dinner, when, she told the police,he accused her of infidelity and forcedher at thc point of a knife to swallow
thc poison. Then he itabbed himselfin the neck, although not seriously.

Thought Shc Was "Prctending"
Ryan firmly prolested his innocence,telling his friends that his wife's!

statements were unlrue. Ryan told
thc cxamining magistrate hc had made

,110 threats and did not lock the door
of his room while Mrs. Ryan was with
him there. He said he had told Mrs.
Ryan jokingly ho had poison in his
handbag when she said she did not
want to live, but hc thouglit i'lw was.
pretending when she took thp poison.When aware that she had swallowed
thc poison, hc stated, tie despairinglyattempted lo cut his throat with a
pocket knife, but was ablc to sumnion
aid and carry his wife downstairs. Ile
took her to a hospital immcdiately.

Another version of the case was re-
vealcd by Police Commissioner Fralicqthis aftemoon in rcporting statements
Mrs. Ryan had made to him at the
Cochin Hospital. Her husband. the
commissioner quoted her as saying,had told her he knew shc had had an
intriguc with a young man and pro-posed that they die together, whereupon
Mrs. Ryan took the three. tablets and
Ryan cut his wrist and neck. Mrs.:
Ryan. however, los-ing courage, rushed
out of the room and demanded to be
taken to n hospital. j

Man Named in Letter
A letter from his wife was found in

Ryan's possession when he was arrest-
ed. In this letter, which hc had re¬
ceived while hc was in India she said
shc had decided to break with him
enti cly. There were also two lettcrs
in pencil, written during their interview

at her hotel, one addressed to her
mother and the other to the man whoao
name Ryan brought into the case. ln
these letters, the police stated, Mrs.
Ryan stated she rcgrettod to dle.
Mrs. Ryan waa rcported as havingintended to marry an American namod

McCoy following a divorcc from Ryan.
MUSKOGEE, Okla., Jan. 13.- ThomasStowart Ryan, whosc wife is reportcddying n-t Neuilly of poisoning, is a son

of Edwfcrd C. Ryan, of this city, who
for the. last twenty-eight years has
been in thc government service, and
a grandson of Thomas B. Ryan, former
Assistant Secretary of the "interior.
When last hcartl of here Kyan had

left Chicago lnst Septembor on an as
signment in India for "The ChicagoTribune." His father is in California.
